RUSHING THE 3 PER CENT BILL, 


The Project to Raise the Tax Limit Favor- 
ably WE in Committee. 

Sprincrizrp, l., May 19,—[Special. |—The 
Real-Estate Board bill providing that the limit 
of city taxation shall be raised from 2 to 3 per 
cent for the year 1892 made considerable prog 
ress today fora new measure. It had the ad- 
vantage of Chicago editorial indorsement, and 
it was well managed. It was introduced in 
the Senate by Senator Charles H. Crawford, 
read a first time, and referred to the Commit- 
tee on Revenue. Senator Crawford had a 
meeting of the committee called for the after- 
noon, when the bill, after the vigorous 
advocacy of Messrs. Bond, Givins, Gross, and 
Lombard, was favorably reported for a second 
reading by a vote of 8 to 4, as follows: Yeas— 
Crawford of Cook, Bogardus, Thomas, Fuller, 
Bacon, Bass, Evans, Campbell—8. Nays— 
Mahoney, Thiele, Manecke, Allen—4. 

Mr. Lombard, in his address to the commit- 
tee, said: 

It is only asked in this bill that the assessment 
for municipal purposes in Chicago be 3-per cent 
instead of 2. This tax will not be collected until 
1893. It is wanted to put the city ip such shape 
that we will not be ashamed of its being seen by 
the visitors who are expected to attend the great 
World’s Fair. The streets will need to be kept 


flean, the police force will have to be increased, 


the city will have to be better lighted, and vari- 
ous other improvements will have to be inaugu- 
rated. The present levy of 2 per cent is only suffi- 
cient for the city’s present needs, so we ask this 
increase for the one year in order to provide a 

fund with which to make the improvements. 
It is unusual for people to ask the Legislature 
to allow them to pay more taxes, said Mr. Cum- 
but that is what we are here to do. We 


want to do it because we are citizens of Chicago | 
and are proud of our city. This 1 per cent addi- 


tional levy will furnish us over $2,000,000 and will 
only be used for municipal purposes.“ 

William Bond told the committee the Chi- 
cago Citizens’ Improvement Association, com- 
posed of delegates from all clubs in the city, 
was heartily in favor of the proposed bill, and 
had appointed Messrs. Clark, Gross, and Bond 
as a special committee to look after it. 

Mr. Givins made a special plea for the pas- 
sage of the bill so that an additional police 
force might be indulged in.

Senator Mahoney moved to refer the bill to 
a subcommittee of five, saying that before it 
was recommended for passage the committee 
should be given some idea of the amount of 
taxes that would be finally provided to be 
levied by the City of Chicago. 

The People Demand It. 

“ To refer the bill will be practically to kill 
it, said Senator Thomas. The fact that 
the Chicago Real-Estate Board and the unani-

The motion to refer was lost, and Senator 
Thiele moved to amend the bill by making 
the additional tax allowed to be levied in 1892 
1 per cent instead of 1 per cent. 

S. E. Gross of Chicago here addressed the 
committee, saying that he went around a 
great deal among the poorer classes and that 
they favored the bill, as they understood it 
meant keeping the streets and sewers ina 
cleanly condition and that such a proceeding 
would be of great benefit to their health.

They Say It Would Be Unwise to Enter 
Into Any Such A as That Pro- 
posed—Text of the Resolutions Adopted 
—Director Lyman J. Gage’s Speech Giv-

It is settled that organized labor will not se- 
cure the establishment of a minimum rate of 
wages for work done upon the World's Fair

Twenty-four members of the Board of Di- 
rectors met. last night and decided that they 
had no moral or legal power to compel con- 
tractors to pay a fixed or arbitrary price for 
labor. The directors also gave other reasons 
at length, which are appended, and the labor 
people have suffered a disappointment. 

The decision arrived at was not unanimous. 
Half a dozen directors refused to vote for it, 
and others refrained from voting at all. Di- 
rectors Nelson, Keith, Scott, and Kohlsaat 
spoke against the resolution, but a majority 
favored it and it went through. Director 
Lyman J. Gage was for the resolution, and 
his speech carried conviction to the wavering 
ones. 

There were no representatives of the Build- 
ers’ and Traders’ Exchange present. They 
declined in a communication which has been 
printed. The Carpenters’ and Builders’ Asso- 
ciation, the boss carpenters, which had ap- 
pointed a committee to be present in accord- 
ance with the invitation extended by the di- 


rectory, failed to send a representative, so it . 


devolved upon the board to settle the ques- 
tion without the formal advice of contractors 
one way or another. 

Thomas J. Morgan and. other representa- 
tives of the joint labor committee were pres- 
ent in an adjoining room to answer any ques- 
tions should they be called upon. The di- 
rectory debated the question among its mem- 
bers and then passed the foliowing, offered by 


Director Edwin Walker: 


WuHeErgas, At a former session of the Board of 
Directors a committee representing the labor or- 
ganizations of Chicago presented a forma! report 
that in all contracts for the construction of build- 


-ings for the purposes of the Exposition the fol- 


lowing specifications should be inserted—to wit: 

First—That eight hours should constitute a 
legal day's work. 

Second Provision for a system of arbitration, 
to include all cases of dispute, between employers 
and employés. 

Third+That each contract contain the follow- 
ing clause or specification—to wit: Tho party of 
the second part (meaning the contractor) further 
covenants and agrees with the party of the first 
part (meaning the directory) to pay to the arti- 
sans, méchanics, laborers, and wage-workers em- 
ployed upon work called for by this contract at 
least the minimum rate of wages herein set 
forth“; and, 

WuHereas, After due consideration by the direct- 
ory of the reports of special conference commit- 
tees and of the arguments and suggestions of the 
committee representing the labor organizations. 
the Board of Directors indorsed the first and sec- 
ond propositions, but rejected the third; and, 

WHEREAS, At the request of the said labor or 
ganizations another hearing was granted said 
labor committee by the board, at which meeting 
said labor committee again submitted its sug- 
gestions and arguments in support of said third 
proposition, ahd représented that the scale of 
minimum wages adopted by the various labor or- 
ganizations should enter into and become a part 
of such contract for the construction of said 
buildings for the Exposiuon, principally for the 
following reasons—to wit: ’ | 

First That such sale would be just and equit- 
able to the laborers and contractors, 

Second—That unless adopted there might and 
probably would be a large influx of laborers from 
other cities and a consequent decrease of wages. 

Third—That unless such scale was enforced, 
local vontractors, having already adopted a scale 
of minimum wages, could not successfully com- 
pete with contractors of other cities where a lower 
minimum scale prevails. | 

Fourth—That the minimum scale adopted 
would probably be satisfactory to the working- 
men during the entire period of construction, and 
would also be probably the maximum scale. 

Fifth—And, finally, that the enforcement of the 
proposed plan would prevent strikes and conse- 
guent delay in the construction of buildings; and 

Wuereas, After careful consideration of all 
the suggestions and arguments in support of the 
proposed scale of minimum wages, the board ad- 
heres to its former conclusion that it cannot 
adopt said third proposition, for the following 
among other reasons—to-wit : ’ 

First—The propositions involve the making of a 
law by the corporation which shall fix the terms, 
or at least a minimum rate of wages, between 
other parties who must contract together—viz. : 
the employers and the employed. Such a course, 
if adopted by this corporation, would be without 
precedent-either in State or municipal legislation, 
or by private corporations prosecuting their own 
affairs, It also appears from the printed 
report of the representatives of labor 
organizations of Chicago that May 
7 they presented to the Senators and Repre- 
sentatives of the Lilinois State Legislature a peti- 
tion accompanied with a printed copy of state- 
ments,propositions and arguments presented to the 
Worid's Columbian Directory relative to the em- 
ployment of labor on the World's Fair buildings,“ 
and upon such statements, arguments, etc., urged 
the State Legislature to adopt a similar proposi- 
tion as to the work to be performed upon its own 
building when erected, by adopting a scale of 
minimum wages to be made an essential part of 
all contracts for the Lllinois buildings erected at 
the World’s Fair. The Board is advised that 
such communications were referred to the com- 
mittee having charge of such legislation, and were 
by said committee rejected, thereby refusing to 
give a fixed minimum rate of wages either the 
moral or legal force of statutory enactment. This 
action of the State Legislature forms an immedi- 
ate precedent unfavorable to the adoption of the 
third proposition. 

Second—The board is required by its by-laws to 
advertise for bids for contract work and for ma- 
terials and to award contracts to the best and 
lowest responsible bidders. And it does not appear

FAILURE OF THE DAVIS SHOE COMPANY. 


It Was One of the Most Extensive Con- 
cerns in New England, 

Boston, Mass., May 19.—[{Special. ]—The 
assignment of the Davis Shoe company, one 
of the most extensive manufacturing concerns 
of the kind in the State, was announced here 
late this afternoon. This is coupled with the 
personal assignment of Joseph Davis, Presi- 
dent of the company. Moses Williams of 
Boston and B. F, Spinney of Lynn are named 
as the assignees for both. The liabilities in- 
volved will reach nearly $1,000,000 and the 
assets are nominally in excess of that sum. 
The embarrassment of the company caused 
great surprise among business-men here, as 
it was believed to be one of the strongest 
financially in the city. 

The company was organized under the laws 
of Maine in 1882, with a cash capital of 
$125,000, and five years later this was increased 
to $250,000.

Practically the Westminster Confession of 
Faith Is Retained Unchanged, the ly 
Changes Made Being in the of 
Clearness and Simplicity, All the Es- 
sential Doctrinal Points of the Church 
Being Maintained—Te Be Submitted to 
the Detroit General Assembly. 

Derrorr, Mich., May 19.—[Specisl. For 
two or three years the Presbyterian Church 
has been in suspense regarding its venerable 
system of doctrine. After a vigorous contest 

a simple overture was sent by the General 

Assembly to the presbyteries in 1889, asking 

if they desired a revision of the Westminster 

Confession of Faith. The debate between the 

Conservatives and the radicals, so-called, 


eclipsed all other controversies in the church 


a year ago, and the assembly appointed a eom- 
mittee on revision of the Confession of Faith, 
which was made up of theological professors, 
college presidents, pastors, and elders, chosen 
from both parties. 

The committee has prepared a report which 
will be submitted probably this week to the 
assembly, which meets Thursday in the Fort 
Street Presbyterian Church. Appended to 
the report are the sections from the confession 
in which changes have been made. It is pos- 
sible that the work of the committee will be 
submitted to the presbyteries for their con- 
sideration without di but that is hard- 
ly probable. After the presbyteries have 
passed judgment upon the report it will be 
revised by the committee and sent to the next 
assembly for adoption. Two chapters have 
been inserted in the book, and many of the 
changes suggested by the presbyteries last 
year are embodied in this new matter. An 
important feature of this report was the con- 
clusion of the committee at the outset that 
No alterations or amendments (should) be 
proposed that would in any way impair the 
integrity of the reformed or Calvanistic sys- 
tem of doctrine taught in the confession.” 
The following is the report: 

Report of the Committee. 

The assembly's Committee on Revision of the 
Confession of Faith begs leave to submit the fol- 
lowing report: In pursuance of the assembly's 
instructions (see minutes of 1890, p. 85) the first 
meeting of the committee was held at the call of 
the Temporary Chairman in the library of the 
Penn., Oct. 14, 1890. The first half hour was de- 
voted to prayer and consideration of the gravity 
of the situation, the importance of the work to be 
beloved 
church. When theroll of the committee was 
called twenty-three members answered to their 
names and letters were received from 
the remaining two expressing regret at their ina- 
bility to be present on account of ill-health. 
After completing the organization of the commit- 
tee by electing by ballot the Rev. William C. Rob- 
erts, D. D., asthe Permanent Chairman and the 
Rev. William E. Moore, D. D., as the Secretary, 
the tendéred resignations of the Ret. Thomas 8. 
Hastings, D. D., of New York and of Barker Gum- 
mere of New Jersey were accepted, and the Kev. 
Robert R. Booth, D. D., of New York and Morris 
H. Stratton of New Jersey were elected to fill 
their places. Upon learning of their election the 
new members repaired at once to Allegheny City, 
thus making a full attendance of the committee. -

day be spent in devotional’ exercises; that each 
session be opened and closed. with prayer; and

enforced during the sessions of the committee, 
both at Alleghany City and in W

At the second meeting, held in Washington Feb. 
3 to 16, 1891, all the members of the committee 
were present. In order toallay any fears that 
might be entertained in regard to the thorough- 
ness of the work of revision the whole confession 
was read before the committee and an opportu- 
nity afforded to note every word, sentence, and 
paragraph suggested by the presbyteries or de- 
sired to be considered by anv member of the com- 
mittee. This was followed by taking up in order 
for discussion, omission, or alteration every one 
of these noted passages. The omissions and alter- 


‘ations then decided upon were considered only 


tentative, in order to afford time for further re- 
flection and consideration. The venerable 
confession was thus subjected twice to the 
scrutiny. All the changes and 
amendments recommended in this report have 
been forged by the heaviest hammers that 


your committee could wield. Those favorable to 


revision and those opposed to it did not array 
bands, bat labored as 
brethren anxious to perform satisfactorily the 
duty committed to them by the General Assembly. 
The harmony and brotherly kindness which 
characterized all its deliberations were not due to 
a determination to agree, whatever interest might 
suffer, but to the evident presence of the holy 
spirit guiding the passions and the feelings as 
well as the mind and heart. At every session was 
displayed the glittering of the polished steel of 
the professor, as well as the practical judgment of 
the experienced pastor. The clear cut 
made by the skilled dialectician called forth no 
greater applause than the pathetic appeals of 
the shepherd to let down the tender grass of the 
word sufficiently low to afford the lambs of the 
flock opportunity to feed thereon. The keen 
blade of the layman did as effective work as the 
broad sword of the clergyman.

Chap. xxiv., the words ‘The adherents of false 
religions.” Though the committee has no dis- 
position to tone down in the slightest degree the 
objectionable features of the Church of Rome, yet 
it nas changed Sec. 6 of Chap. xxv. so as to 
make it agree with accepted facts. Instead of 


The unqualified statemeat in Sec. 2 of Chap. xxx., 
that the officers of the church have power re- 
spectively to retain and remit sins,” is so modi- 
fied that the power thus given them “ is minis- 
terial and declarative.” A few changes of im- 
portant words also have been made, but the 
reason for the same is so clear as to need no ex- 
planation in this connection. | 
Communications from various sources were re- 
ceived by your committee, asking for the publica- 
tion of this report before the spring meetings of 
the presbyteries, in order that it might be consid- 
ered at that tame and commissioners to tho as- 
sembly be elected who would fairly represent the 
views of the majority of the members on the pro- 
posed changes.

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NENTAL RAILWAY. 

Gen. Thomas O. Osborn, an old Chicagoan, 
for many years Minister to the Argentine Re- 
public, but since 1885 President of the Para- 
guay and Bohvia railroad, is a firm believer 
in the feasibility and profitability of the Pan- 
American railway, to link the United States 
with Mexico, Central America, and the various 
nations of South America, Alleged statesmen 
of contracted views, who array themselves at 
once against any plan which may have Mr. 
Blaine’s origination, indorsement, and sup- 
port, sneer at this railway as chimerical, but 
Gen. Osborn, a clear-headed, practical rail- 
road man, who knows South America about 
as well as he did Illinois once, is warm im 
support of the project and believes that eight 
years will see it carried out, and that the great 
4,000 mile line from the City of Mexico to 
Buenos Ayres will pay from the day of its 
completion. 

After Mr. Blaine had arrived at the conclu- 
sion that what this country needed most com- 
mercially was reciprocity with the non-com- 
peting countries of this hemisphere, his 
next step was to devise ways and means 
whereby the products of this country could be 
best exchanged for those of Latin America. 
Hence his recommendation that subsidized 
steamer lines be established between our 
American and the South American ports. 
Hence his strong support of the \Nicaragua 
Ship Canal project, which will save\the long 
navigation around Cape Horn and give this 
country enormous navigation advantages. 

His next thought was to recognize the need 
of a great trunk Pan-American railway line. 
He saw at a glance the valuable results which 
had flowed from the extension during the last 
ten years of the American railway system into 


of the imports of Mexico came from this coun- 
try, as against 56 per cent in 1889. He saw that 
our railroads into Mexico had done away with 
the commercial monopoly of England, France, 
and Germany and put the bulk of the Mexi- 
can trade in the hands of the United States 
business-men. It became apparent to him 
that similar results must follow the extension 
of our American roads south through Mexico, 
through Central America, and through the 
Continent of South America to the great City 
of Buenos Ayres, on the La Plata River, with 
a branch to Valparaiso, on the Pacific. He 
saw also that, while commerce by sea might be 
interfered with by the cruisers of an enemy, 


| especially in case of a war with Great Britain, 


which is so strongly intrenched off the Ameri- 
can shores, commerce by rail would go on 
unmolested, because it could easily be pro- 
tected by us. 

When, therefore, the Pan-American Con- 
gress met last year in Washington this subject 
was one of the most important that he brought 
before it, and it met with the hearty concur- 
rence of all the delegates from those repub- 
| lics, who, unlike the McKinleyites, were able 
to see and comprehend the broad statesman- 
ship of the Premier’s plan, and as a result an 
appropriation was passed by Congress for sur- 
veys for the most practicable route, which are 
now being made. 

The great shoulder of South America which 
projects out into the Atlantic needs few rail- 

as yet. The great Orinoco, the mighty 
Amazon and its affluents, and the La Plata and 
its tributaries furnish waterways far into the 
continent. Nor is the country which they 
tra verse well suited for railroad construction 
across their courses, since during the rainy 
seasons much of the ccuntry is overflowed for 
miles. Theretore, the road after leaving the 
narrow neck of land known as the Isthmus of 
Panama, must keep well to the west, crossing 
only the head waters of the Amazon on the great 
and fertile plains and follow the Andean 
plateau until the large Lake Titicaca in Bo- 
livia is reached. There the road will fork, 
one branch turning to the southeast on the 
plains to connect with the lines which Argen- 
tine enterprise has carried from Buenos Ay- 
res far to the northwest, and to reach Rio 
de Janeiro, The other braneh can be carried 
due south at the base of the Andes to connect 
with the transcontinental Argentine-Chilean 
road, or can keep more to the west and unite 
with the Chilean coast lines. 

Such, in brief, is the plan. It is no more 
chimerical than that of the Union Pacific 
when first suggested. When carried out it 
will empty into the lap of this country the 
riches of the southern countries of this hem- 
isphere. When the Europeans, who have con- 
trolled so long the commerce of South Amer- 
ica, hear the first whistles of American loco- 
motives echoing through the passes of the 
Andes, and along the great plains to their 
east, they will pack up their traps and 
take steamer for home, as the trade of that 
continent will inevitably pass into the hands 
of the Lankees. It will take much money 
to build the road, but there is plenty of Amer- 
ican capital to be had, and English capitalists 
will see in this railway a profitable invest- 
ment, and they are searching the world all the 
time for that article.

It is worth while to see what that little “if” 
would mean in money. “If” a channel is 
cut from the mouth of the Chicago River to 
Lockport of the dimensions insisted on by Mr. 
Cooley—a water depth of twenty-five feet and 
a width of 200 feet in the clay and 165 feet in 
the rock—with all the land damages and 
bridges, the cost will be at least a hundred 
millions, a good part of the expense being for 
widening the Chicago River and paying for 
the condemned land. “ If” the United States 
can be wheedled into making a fourteen-foot 
extension of the twenty-five-foot Chicago 
channel it will have to spend, according to the 
careful estimates of the United States en- 
gineer officer, $25,000,000 to reach La Salle. 
It will cost that much for enlarging the canal. 
If the river channel is locked and dammed a 


There is yet another great “if” to be dealt 
with. If the United States, undeterred by 
the expeuse of building sixty miles of canal 
from Joliet to La Salle, 200 feet wide and 14 


sides, ruining scores of thousands of acres of 
rich corn land, for which big damages would 
have to be paid by the General Government. 
It would be cheaper for it to buy up all the 
land in the valley and convert it into a vast 
lake rather than pay yearly bills for flood- 


to flood the land it would be 
necessary to build 600 to 700 miles of levees, 
which would have to be repaired and watched 
every spring lest the floods break through 
them and drown out the valley. The experi- 
ences on the Lower Mississippi would be re- 
newed along the Illinois River below La Salle 
to the Mississippi. 

So “if” this city and the General Govern- 
ment do what Mr. Cooley hopes they will 
they will spend over $200,000,000 in making a 
25-foot. channel to La Salle and a 14-foot 
channel from there to Grafton, where it will 
connect with @ six or seven foot channel in the 
Mississippi. Who but a madman who never 
had a lucid interval would fancy that Con- 
gress, which doles out a quarter or a half 
million in an appropriation log-roll now and 
then as if it were a great gift, ever will spend 
a hundred millions within the limits of a 
single State for a wild waterway scheme 
which started out with a depth of twenty-five 
feet and dwindled down to six feet? 


HOW TO MAKE AN HONEST SILVER DOL- 
LAR. 


Edward Atkinson takes a short-cut view of 
the silver question. He says that government 
rightly assumes the function of coinage in 
order to give absolute assurance that each 
coin contains a stated number of grains of 
the precious metal. There is no reason why 
people should not be allowed to carry either 
silver or gold bullion to the mint and have it 
coined into round pieces of metal called dol- 
lars or eagles, The danger of free coinage is 
not in free coinage itself, but in giving a ficti- 
tious certification of value. The value of the 
bullion in a silver dollar has ranged for years 
from 76 to 80 cents in gold, and it is wholly 
out of the power of government to control or 
regulate the ratio. 

If any person who has made a bargain to 
pay dollars is enabled by law to choose 
whether he will pay in silver or gold dollars, 
while the creditor is not given the same choice 
to reject one of them, then any one can cheat 
the man whom he employs or to whom he 
owes money when the free-coinage system 
goes into foree. Gold is the standard of the ci v- 
ilized world’s commerce. We cannot cut our- 
selves away from that fact, if we would,

met in a better way. Suppose Congress should 
change the Legal-Tender act so as to provide 
that silver certificates shall be legal tender for 
their face, and that when redeemed at the op- 
tion of the holder a weight of silver should be 
paid him the bullion value of which would 
be equal in commercial value to the named 
number of dollars on its face in gold.

If the free coinage of silver dollars were au- 
thorized without some such provision as this 
the Western farmers who are said to be clam- 
oring for the measure would be the greatest 
sufferers by the change. Some of them have 
discovered this already and believe it is for 
their best interests to demand an honest sil- 
ver dollar with which they can pay debts in 
full and buy a full measure dollar’s worth of 
goods from the merchant in exchange for it, 
The matter is commended to the attention of 
the Alliance farmers in convention this week 
at Cincinnati, Honest men do not want auy- 
thing less than an honest dollar, whether of 
silver or gold, either for the purchase of goods 
or the payment of indebtedness, and no mem- 
ber of the convention should stoop to favor 
the issue of a dollar from the mint which is 
not commercially worth as much as a gold 


JUDGE HAWES 


The decision given by Judge Hawes Mon- 
day on the application for an injunction to 
prevent the city leasing the Lake-Front north 
of Madison street toa circus company for a 
week seems to be a sound one. 

He says that the title to the land is in the 
city, which holds it in trust for public uses 
the use which was contemplated at the time 
of the dedication of the property by the agent 
of the United States being a park or common. 
But, as the Judge observes, that part of the 
Lake-Front is not and never has been used 
for such a purpose. It has been a barren 
waste, where notevenatramp would loiter. 
Nothing has been done by the city to improve 
it, one reason being that since 1869 its hands 
have been tied by an injunction. During that 
long period the Judge says the residence 
portion of the city has grown away from what 
was meant fifty years ago to be a common, 
and the land can never be utilized for the 
for which it was originally dedi-

Hence the Judge does not see that the rule 
can be applied to this treeless and grassless 
space which would be enforced if the prop- 
erty had beenimproved. Toillustrate: Were 
the city to attempt to lease the Lake-Front 
south of Jackson street to a circus the court 
would not permit it, for that property is some- 
what improved. If, while the city held Union 
Park, it had proposed to let a circus go there

they can hold meetings instead of a dusty 
common called a park. That is what makes 
it so desirable that there should be a fair ar- 
rangement with the Illinois Central so that all 
questions as to title may be disposed of with 
out waiting for the Supreme Court, and so 
that the Legislature may be enabled to author- 
ize the city to put this waste land to valuable 
public use. 


HOW THE CINCINNATI ALLIANCE CON- 
VENTION ORIGINATED. 

The original cali for the Alliance conven- 

tion, now in session in Cincinnati, was issued 

at Ocala, Feb. 23 was fixed as the date, but 


» postponement became necessary, and a second 


call was issued for May 19. The original call 
was not issued by any organization, but by 
individuals, and its heterogeneous character 
is shown by the following extract from it: 

Wuereas, In unity there is strength, therefore 
it is desirable that there should be a union of all 
the variously named organizations that stand on 
common ground. 

To this end the individuals from various States 
whose names are hereto signed, in accordance 
with recentsuggestions of the General Assembly 


of the Knights of Labor and the general wish of 


all progressive reformers, make this call fora 
national conference, to be composed of delegates 
from the following organizations—namely : 

The Independent party ; 

The People’s party, by its representatives ; 


The Union Labor party, by its representatives; 


The late Federal and Confederate soldiers, by 
their representatives; 

The Farmers’ Alliance, North and South; 

The Farmers’ Mutual Benefit Association ; 

The Citizens’ Alliance; 

The Knights of Labor; 

The Colored Farmers’ Alliance; 

And all other industrial organizations that sup- 
port the principles of the St. Louis agreement of 
December, 1889, 

Each State organization was allowed to send 
a delegate from each Congressional district 
and two delegates-at-large. The object of the 
conference was announced to be the forma- 
tion a National Union party based upon the 
fundamental ideas of finance, transportation, 
labor, and land, and the transaction of other 
legitimate business in furtherance of the work 
already begun by these organizations prepara- 
tory to a united struggle for country and 
home in the great political conflict now pend- 
ing that must decide who in this country is 
the sovereign—‘ the eitisen or the dollar. 

The second call spread over still more 


ground. It starts off: 

We, as friends af such conference, hereby unite 
and call a general conference of reformers to meet 
at Cincinnati, O., May 19, 1891, to adopt a platform 
and make such arrangement for the conflict of 
1892 as the conference may deem fitting. Repre- 
sentation to be the National and State officers of 
each Alliance, assembly, and association, ten dele- 
gates from each county or district organization of 
such bodies, and the editors and business man- 
agers of each reform paper belonging to the Re- 
form Press Association. 

Three organizations overlooked in the first 
call were included. in the second. They are: 

The American Federation of Labor, trades 
unions and trades assemblies, by their repre 
sertatives. . 

The Federation of Railway Employés, by their 
representatives, 

The Nationalists, by their representatives. 


All the signers to the call are so-called re- 
formers, each with his own ism and griev- 
ance and panaéea for the latter. Henry 
George’s Standard thus describes them: 

First and foremost the cranks—the joiners who 
join every new thing that they hear of; who go in 
for a Reform with a big R, without regard to the 
supposed abuse that is to be reformed, and who 
account motion as progress without inquiring as 
to its direction. 

Unfortunately for the Standard, however, 
there are lots of the single-tax men in the con- 
vention. It‘is as yet premature to predict 
what this extraordinary conclave of “‘cranks”’ 
who want “ Reform with a big R” will do. 
It is an odd lot, and anything that is unique, 
absurd, or crazy may be expected. 


A QUESTIONABLE GAS PROJECT. 

In the Council meeting of Jast Monday Ald. 
Dixon of the Fourth Ward introduced a pro- 
posed ordinance granting a franchise to Hen- 
ry C. Rew for the construction of gas-works and 
ripping up all the streets for the distribution 
of gas- pipes through the City of Chicago. The 
scheme is to authorize the city to become part 
owner of the works, give the citizens a chance 
during ninety day to subscribe to the stock, 
guarantee good sixteen-candle gas “at not 
more than a dollar per 1,000 feet,” with a de- 
crease in price, on the London plan, when the 
dividends exceed 10 percenton the cost of 
construction, and ultimately make cheap gas 
from bituminous coal for fuel purposes. 

The Alderman pressed for the immediate 
passage of the ordinance, as if he thought the 
prosperity of the city depended upon the tak- 
ing of such a step right off, without any reflec- 
tion or consideration of its merits. 

The Council very properly refused to act on 
the measure in this thoughtless and precipi- 
tate manner and probably will do well not to 
pass it at all. The wisdom of the scheme 
may well be doubted by those who know how 
the competition for supplying gas in this city 
has progressed for several years past, and they 
shrink from the idea of having the 200 miles 
of paved streets again torn up to the point at 
which the gas companies already in posses- 
sion become satisfied that the newcomers in- 
tend to undercut them in prices unless bought 
up and taken in. They may also deem it en- 
tirely unnecessary, seeing it is not many 
months since the Council passed an ordinance 
authorizing a sixth company to bring in nat- 
ural gas from Indiana, which would be sup- 
plied for domestic fuel purposes through 
about a hundred miles of pipes already laid 
and not now in use at half the price this new 
charter allows to be paid. 

We have gas companies enough now. They 
control nearly 1,000 miles of mains, besides a 
multitudinous system of service pipes, and 
are capitalized to an extent sufficient for a 
large increase in capacity. The offer to fur- 
nish gas at $1 per 1,000 feet is not enough less 
than is now paid to justify another wholesale 
tearing up of the streets, paralyzing street 
traffic for months, and vastly lessening the 
value of the pavements. The Consumers’ Gas 
company agreed to furnish good gas for $1 
per 1,000, and did foratime; then sold out, 
and the price was raised to $1.25. And the 
scheme is otherwise open to grave objection. 
Mr. Rew professes to be willing to subscribe 
$25,000 towards the new plant, but the method 
or plans for gas making are to be open to 
competition with one of his own invention, 
and it is fair to presume he counts on having 
the inside track for his own, while the value 
of that is only problematical. It has not yet 
been actualized, though it is notorious that 
Mr. Rew has gone to great expense in con- 
structing at the East a plant in whieh be has 
tried other methods which are confessed fail- 
ures. At least he might be willing to wait 
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out, and certainly it would be better to test it | 
in works already built in the East tHan in new 
ones to be constructed at the expense of the 
people of Chicago and the partial destruction 
of their pavements. He might also be willing 
to wait and see if the natural gas is to be 
brought here, seeing it would be supp ied at 
about one-half what Mr. Rew’s ordinance pro- 
poses to charge the citizens. Better go slow. 
There need be no hurry in fastening this un- 


tried, theoretical scheme on the city. 


Tun bill authorizing the establishment of 
mutual savings banks in this State has passed 
the Senate and should be passed by the House 
without unnecessary delay. The members of 
that body, claiming to be direct representa- 
tives of the common people, ought to remem- 
ber that it is drawn in the direct interest of 
the wage-carners and others with small in- 
comes, and that it would be a direct benefit to 
them while injuring no other class or indi- 
vidual, If there is any sincerity in their pro- 
fessions of friendship for the people they will 
put the bill right through and take no heed to 
the opposition of a few who are raising objec- 
tions to a measure which they do not under- 
stand, because unaware that this very bill is 
already a law in sixteen States, in every one 
of which it has proved a blessing to the many 
who want to be able to invest small savings to

Some of the Features That Country Will 
Show at the Great Fair. 

Wasuineton, D. C., May 19.—{Special.]—A 
fuller report from Special Commissioner W. P. 
Tisdel has been received in regard to the part Co- 
lombia will take in the Fair. Among other things 
he says: 

I am gratified to inform you that my trip to 
Bogota has resulted in complete success, and that 
Colombia falls into line with her sister republics, 

‘promising an exhibit which will reflect great 
credit upon the country. The Colombia Building 
will be modeled after the national capitol 
at Bogota. The exterior will be in im- 
itation of sandstone, of which it is built, 
while the interior be partitioned 
and ceiled throughout with the precious hard- 


hundred varieties, both rough polished. The 
interior will be filled with the products of the 
country—cotfee, cocoa, rubber, ivory, nuts, wax, 
ums, fibers, etc.- while the mineral exhibit will 
the richest ever shown in the United States. 

„Within Colombia’s build Indian women of 
the country will be seen wea Panama hats 
from fiber prepared on the spot, all handwork, 
yet stripping and weaving the fiver in threads as 
fine as linen. ‘alpagartaria’ (manufactory 
of hemp sandals), will be seen ‘in full operation,
